Dear Bir: 


Responding to your letter of December 20th, I am sending you 
herewith plaster casts of the obverses of two coins of Ithaca, in the. 
collection of our President, Mr. E.T. Newell. These show the head usually 
identified as that of Ulysses, and dnasmuch as this is a rather individual 
head with a conical pileus or helmet,it is much more desirable than the 
reverses which, in one case, is a head of Athena, and in the other, a 
thunderbolt such as is used on the coins of Elis. The two coins from which 
these casts were taken, are of an average state of preservation, or perhaps 
a little better than average. The coins reproduced in the catalogue of 
the British Museum are hardiy satisfactory - chiefly due to the fact that 
all of these coins are bronze and they do not reproduce well. If you try 
to photograph either of the pieces sent you, you can have the light 
arranged so that it will bring the profile into relief and obtain|better 
resulta in this fashion from casts than would be possible directly fran 
the coin. " 


Naturally we are interested in your project of using an ancient 
coin in this manner, and if your project comes to a successful conclusion 
we should be glad to see the final result. Pardon my volunteering the 
suggestion, but it would probably be more satisfactory in the long rm to 
have the reproduction for purposes of a seal, confided to an experiencéd 
man who would not eliminate what character there is in the coin itself. 
I am not prepared to suggest anyone capable of doing this, but the suggestion 
is prompted by the circumstance that I have seen some of the unhappy results 
which have attended the efforts of jewellery firms of standing, in attempting 
to reproduce material of this nature.
